Walter, 


By all means ground your antenna structure. However, your radio ground should 
always be separate from your 

antenna structure and electrical system ground. The best ground for your radio is 
a separate ground rod or 

preferably a ground counterpoise used soley for your receiving/transmitting 
equipment. The antenna structure 

ground can be connected to this ground system too, but only at one point and that 
should be outside at one single location. 

When grounding equipment, _do not chain_ the grounds from one rig to the next. 
All radios _must_ have it's own separate 

ground wire leading to one single, central radio ground location. The preferred 
ground wire is the braided shield, removed 

from a length of dis-used RG8/u coax cable. Strip off the outer black vinyl 
cover, push back a bit of the shield to enlarge it's 

diameter, and slide the shield "tube" right off the center core. Remember - at 
RF, a flat piece of copper flashing, or braid 

makes a better ground wire than a piece of #12 copper wire. 


Hope this is useful.

Hello, 
First, thanks to everyone that gave me some guidance. 


I traced the problem to the buffer (6CL6) tank coil(L6A and L6B on the 
schematic). I found that on 80 and 160 meters I didn't have any B+ voltage 
to the tube. 

When I looked closely at the tank coil I noticed the windings were broken 
between the first and second tap. I pulled the coil from the radio and fixed 
the broken winding, replaced the coil and fired it up. 

Works on all bands now. 

The only problem left is when the function switch is in the modulation mode 
the meter doesn't show anything. I ohmed the switch and it shows fine. It is 
showing full modulation on an external meter. 

I'll get this thing working 100% yet. 


Oh, a friend of mine George KB5WWO, also a list member repainted my Ranger 
cabinet with the matching paint from R&R designs and it looks like it came 
off the assembly line.

Did find reference in Navy Model MAR manual. The varnish 
contains *nox pentachlorinated phenol, nor mercury 
compounds. Applicable specs at the time were JAN-C-173

No "penta" or mercury compounds? How could it work so well? 


Then Ron Thomas wrote: 

> For anyone who is interested, I have a copy of MIL-V-73C. 
> The composition of the "Moisture-and-Fungus-Resistant 

> Varnish" in this spec is Varnish consisting of a 

> "suitable" solvent (methanol, benzene, chlorinated 

> hydrocarbons, and other "highly toxic" solvents shall not 
> be used), Tung oil, and para-phenyl phenol-formaldehyde 

> resin. The "fungistatic agent" which is added to the 

> varnish is salicylanilide (7.0 plus/minus 1.0 percent by 
> weight) or copper 8-quinolinolate (1.0 plus 0.25 minus 

> ©.0 percent by weight). 


And they talk about "highly toxic" solvents! 
Oxrtho-phenyl phenol is the active ingredient in Lysol at about 0.1% and 


here they are talking about using para-isomer polymerized with phenol 
(another fungistatic agent) to make a glyptol like varnish. The copper 


compound, which gives the long lasting antifungal property, is probably one 


of the safer things in the mess! 


Lenox Carruth probably has the best idea if the intent is something that 
looks similar: 

> I have found that, for purposes of visual restoration, old 

> polyurethane varnish makes a fair substitute for MFP 


varnish. It seems that the older it gets the yellower it 
gets. I try not to operate such restored radios in the 
presence of fungi since polyurethane varnish does not have 
the toxic effect on them that the original did!! 


VVV NV 


Modern polyurethane varnish is a good candidate as it is readily available. 
Once cured, it is fairly resistant to elevated temperatures too. It is 
also a good insulator. Copper naphthnate is the most likely antifungal you 
can buy today (check with a large paint store). It will impart a slight 
color to the urethane making it look even more authentic. I would skip the 
fluorescent dye 
unless you are a stickler for authenticity. My guess here is fluorescein 
which will glow that sickly greenish yellow under ultraviolet. To get 
this, get a dried out fluorescent highlighting marker and extract some of 
the dye with acetone.

Oops! Ya got me, John. I shot from the hip, and the holes in my 
memory are showing. The HS-23 headset uses R-14 elements, not R-18 as 
I said earlier. 


The Army (and Air Corps) used HS-23 (and HS-33) headsets in a variety 
of settings, with a number of different radios (airborne, vehicular, 
backpack, fixed, etc.). Generally, the extension cord used to mate 
with the "bailout" cord/plug on the headset was the venerable CD-307, 
with JK-26 jack on one end and PL-55 plug on the other. I believe Fair 
still has these. Just checked Fred Chesson's lists and he has nothing 
for the JB-47, so I can't help you there. 


Folks, those headsets (HS-23, HS-33, etc.) don't have anything on them 
that xsays*x "HS-23", etc. All you'll find is the nomenclature for the 
various components: HB-7 headband, R-14 or ANB-H-1 elements, PL-54 
plug, and so on. You have to *knowx what components created which 
headset! The Army didn't begin properly labeling that stuff until they 
were well into using the "new" AN nomenclature system some years later. 
It gets even stranger: there was a postwar version of the HS-33 

called the P-23 which had the HB-7 with plastic instead of leather, and 
a gray thermoplastic cord and those gorgeous dome-shaped rubber 
cushions. Mine was made by Murdock (according to the box) and says 
"CAATC approved" and "standard 600 ohm impedance".

For years, I've cussed the inability to reach certain nuts with 
nutdrivers, and grabbed the little 4" crescent wrench or 4" slipjoint 
pliers.

Hi Mike, 


You may be wasting your time. I've done a fair amount of crystal set 
experimentation and was never able to make Brush phones work very well. 
They seemed to have been designed to operate directly cap coupled to the 
plate circuit of a tube, and need a lot of voltage swing. They are far 
less sensitive than the common "crystal" ear plugs from Mouser or the 


Radio Shack crystal radio kit. I've own about three set of these. 
Perhaps the years have not been kind to them. 

A better bet is to dig up a set of Baldwin phones. These are probably 
10 dB more sensitive than the usual magnet diaphram type. The most 
sensitive headset I own uses a pair of elements from a sound powered 
telephone. These are the same "balanced armateur" construction as the 
Baldwins, but have design tweaks for maximum intelligibility on voice. 

If you just gotta have a pair of Brush phones I may have a Spare pair.

Hello Danny. 


Congratulations on your find! I have a similar WRL 755 VFO here, used to drive 
my Globe King 500. That thing has a 6V6 crystal oscillator (needing a lot more 
excitation than the rig you mentioned using it with), and I've never had a 
problem here. Made one mod to the rig tho; I added a BNC coax connector to the 
Globe King's RF deck rear apron for VFO input (didn't want to deal with the 
hassle of a cable dangling in front of the panel). 


Sorry I can't help with a manual, however I believe the Globe King 500B (the 
version of the 500 with the VFO built into the power supply chassis front panel) 
has a nearly identical schematic, except for the power supply provisions of 
course. If you're in need of diagrams of the VFO's RF circuitry, that rig's 
manual might serve as an alternate. 


I've been running mine for about 3 years now. I keep it on continuously, 24 
hours a day, to keep it stable; let me hasten to add tho that VFO instability 
has never been a problem with it. The only failure I've encountered was a 
voltage regulator tube that quit. 


I mostly run the rig on 160 and 80 metres, and the VFO is quite satisfactory 
there. On 7 MHz and above, mine is a bit wobbly frequency stability- wise (ANY 
keyed VFO from the era would be the same!). A minor irritation to me is the 
layout of the frequency ranges on the dial; I'm more accustomed to the layouts 
used in Heathkit and Johnson VFOs. 


All in all, a good, servicable chunk of gear.
